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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 2-4, 6-8, 10, 11, 13, 17, and 19 (renumbered claims 1-1 1) are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 3 and 17, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to 
teach or reasonably suggest the chart is disc-shaped and each of the single-color chromatic and 
single-color achromatic color portions are selectively positioned in the optical axis. 

As for claims 7 and 19, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach 
or reasonably suggest that the chart has both a chromatic and an achromatic color portion 
selectively positioned in an optical axis and further comprising an identification device for 
identifying the portion of the chart is positioned in the optical axis. 

With regard to claim 8, the primary reason for allowance is that the prior art fails to teach 
or reasonably suggest a plurality of single color charts selectively attachable to the lens and an 
identification device for identifying the chart that is connected.
